Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the amendment received December 1 , 2008: 

a. Claim 30 has been cancelled as per Applicant's request. Claims 1-29 and 
31-33 are pending. 

b. The previous prior art rejections have been withdrawn in light of the 
amendments. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 11-12, filed December 1 , 2008, with respect to 
the claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-29 
and 31-33 has been withdrawn.
